How much Mr Purvis and his family are’ 
agsodiated with old Siugapure way be judged 
from the fact thet Mr Joho Purvis, the 
elder, founded a firm in Singapore in 
1822. Mr Jobn Murray Purvis, his son, 
came out to Singapore by the old P. & 0. 
overland route, aud it took him just fift 
days. He left Southampton on Cct. 26th, 
1849, in the P. & O. steamer Ripon, orvesed 
Egypt by canal to Cairo, and theaoe in carts, 
each holding six persons, across the desert 
to Suez. It was Deo. 9th before he landed 
in Singapore, when ho joined bis fother's 
firm as assistant. That was a month or two 
before the late Mr Boustead finally left 
Singapore, and Mr A, L. Johnston died in 
Scotland, and‘ less than a year before old 
Sir José d’Almeide also died, 

He leaves a widow, three daughters, and } 
one sn, for whom great sympathy-is felt, 
It will te fresh in the recalleotion of moat 
of us that in the terrible wreck of the Hok-!
